The first white settlers of Massachusetts were faced with the matter of 
self-protection against the exceedingly treacherous, wild and savage tribes of 
Indians. Volunteer military companies, called train bands were formed for 
this purpose and by the fall of 1636, seven such bands had been formed, 
cach under the command of a captain, a licutenant, and an ensign. In view of 
the fact that several of the first settlers had been members of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, it was decided to establish such a company in 
the new colony which should not only be a school for officers for the train 
bands, but one for Officers of any future troops which would be organized. 
With this purpose in mind, the officers of the voluntary train bands in the 
seven towns, together with the civic and business leaders of the day, formed 
a new military association, as a means of training officers. The meetings for 
instruction in discipline and tactics began in 1637 and a request for a charter 
of incorporation for the company was submitted to the Governor. 


By order of Governor John Winthrop and Council, confirmed by the 
General Court on 13 March 1638, a charter was granted to the Military Com- 
Pany of the Massachusetts, later to become known as the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts. This organization was established 
along the lines of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, organized 
and chartered in 1537. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts is the oldest military organization in the Western Hemisphere 
and the third oldest in the world, preceded only by the Swiss Guard and the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London. Its history surpasses all other 
institutions in the New World, except the Christian Church and the Public 
School, in existence on the American continent when it was chartered. 


Since the time of Captain Robert Keayne, the first Captain Command- 
ing, each Commander has accepted the tremendous responsibilities of the 
high office by maintaining the traditions of the Company and to bring credit 
to its purpose of existence.

THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


The transition of Command, 1973-74, of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, took place on Boston Common, Mon- 
day, 4 June 1973, by the commissioning of Lieutenant Colonel Joseph S. 
Zareiko, the newly elected Captain Commanding of the Company. 


The devaluation of the dollar, plus inflation in most countries in the 
world, set the stage for Americans, in general, to become apprehensive 
even to the point of being disgusted with the present and uncertain of the 
future. 


Due to the escalating energy crisis caused by the Arab oil embargo, the 
country was placed on emergency daylight-saving time, as a step to conserve 
fuel for heat and light. Gasoline supplies for the motorists became so acute 
that long lines of cars formed to purchase, in most instances, an allocated 
number of gallons for each vehicle. 


Vice President Spiro Agnew was allegedly involved in some scandalous 
dealings while an official in Maryland prior to his election to national office. 
This, in time, led to the resignation of the vice president, the second in the 
history of the country and the first under such extraordinary circumstances. 


Food prices continued to spiral to the consumer and equalled the record 
set 27 years ago. 


Refusing to obey President Nixon’s order to fire Archibald Cox, Special 
Prosecutor in the Watergate affair, Attorney General Elliot Richardson 
resigned; the Deputy Attorney General, William Ruckelshaus also resigned, 
refusing to fire Cox; and eventually Solicitor Bork fired Cox and became 
Acting Attorney General. 


Leon Jaworski was appointed the new Special Watergate Prosecutor and 
he was credited with gaining the support of an 80-member prosecution staff, 
including 36 lawyers, which originally threatened mass resignation when 
Mr. Nixon ordered Cox to be fired. 


Parts of New Hampshire and Vermont were engulfed by water rising one 
foot per hour. Damage was so extensive, that the government proclaimed the 
disaster areas eligible for government aid. 


Western Massachusetts was struck with awesome destruction by tornados 
which left havoc and despair in their wakes. 


The Vietnam conflict had been brought to a close, on paper, but realistic 
warfare still prevailed in the same areas as before. Former United States 
prisoners of war had been returned — some with happiness — others with un- 
certainty, brought about by allegations that they had aided the enemy during 
their imprisonment. 


Japan suffered a crippling blow from the fallout of the international 
economic crisis and her reputation as a model for stability and expansion was 
seriously impaired. In addition, the historically close relationship between 
Japanese labor and paternalistic corporations showed grave signs of dete- 
rioration. 


The stock market continued to be hammered into submission with no 
rainbow on the horizon. Analysts blamed the energy crisis with its inherent 
inflation for the collapse, asserting that business observers were fearing that 
the shortages were not only causing a recession, but possibly depression. 


President Nixon became the focal point in allegations made against him. 
His accusers charged that he was either directly or indirectly involved in the 
Watergate affair of breaking into the Democratic Party headquarters; the 
withholding of the secret tapes; the secret bombings of Communist forces in 
Laos and Cambodia without informing Congress; the Ellsberg break-in; the 
“Plumbers”; “Dirty Tricks’; the ITT case; the Dairy fund; the Vesco case; the 
Hughes gift; the corporate gifts and the Nixon homes. The lack of credibility 
between the President and the people widened dramatically and the question 
of impeachment of Mr. Nixon became a paramount topic of discussion. 


Henry Kissinger became the new Secretary of State and chief advisor to 
President Nixon. 


A holocaust erupted in Chelsea on Sunday, 14 October bringing fire- 
fighting apparatus not only from all of Greater Boston but from Rhode Island 
and New Hampshire. The Mystic River bridge, previously damaged by an 
overloaded truck accident, hampered the passage of emergency vehicles to the 
fire scene, swept by 40-50 miles per hour winds. 


Bicycle riding showed a big upswing across the nation by an increase of 
20 million riders in two years, bringing the total number of Americans riding 
bicycles to 100 million. 
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Alcoholism was on the upswing with alarming increases among young 
people. This was attributed, in part, to the fact that liquor was legal and read- 
ily available. 


The Nobel Committee awarded the coveted peace prize to Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, U.S. Secretary of State, and Le Duc Tho, a powerful member of 
the Hanoi Politburo, both to share the prestigious award. 


Another military coup in Greece toppled the regime of President George 
Papadopoulos in a bloodless uprising and Phaedon Gizikis became the new 
President of Greece. 


The Middle East erupted into a major fighting war, with a do or die for 
Israel against the Arab world. The United Nations concentrated on neutraliz- 
ing the war to no avail, while the United States appeared, by reports, to 
support Israel by providing supplies and a small force of Marines strategically 
positioned in close proximity to the areas involved. In time, Russia 
announced that troops would be sent into the area but this plan was thwarted 
when the United States readied its troops in force for retaliatory interven- 
tion. The Russians canceled their plan and the UN positioned its force to 
maintain a buffer between Israel and the Arab countries. 


Logan airport was the scene of three airplane accidents. A DC 9 crash 
killed all 88 on board except one survivor and he, too, died after 134 days of 
hospitalization. A Pan Am 707 cargo plane crashed, killing its three-member 
crew and an Iberia jet crashed, injuring 16 passengers. 


After a short spell of moderation, television programs turned again to 
violence — grimmer, more shocking, bloodier than ever. The reaction from 
Congress, critics and viewers was one of serious concern for it was believed 
that TV violence instigated subsequent criminal behavior. 


The ambitious $2.6 billion Skylab program was concluded when the 
third and last team landed the command module in the Pacific. This final 
voyage set records that should last for years. Astronauts Gerald Carr, William 
Pogue, and Edward Gibson traveled 34% million miles in their 1,214 revolu- 
tions around the earth, made four space walks and watched the sun rise and 
set more than 1,300 times. The Apollo ferry ship carried 900 pounds of 
scientific experiments. Thousands of pictures of the earth, sun, and that 
elusive visitor to the solar system, the comet Kohoutek were recorded. 
Magnetic tapes holding scientific data about the earth alone stretched for 
19 miles. 


Pioneer 10, the U.S. probe to Jupiter, emerged unscathed from the 175 
million mile wide asteroid belt between Mars and Jupiter after traveling 
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through it for seven months. It survived the planet’s intense radiation, trans- 
mitting color pictures and scientific data to the earth. The unmanned space- 
craft traveled 620 million miles and came to within 81,000 miles of the 
planet’s orange-gray clouds. 


In contrast to the rest of the world, the United States seemed at last to 
have broken the back of its epidemic airline hijackings by imposing tight 
search and security rules for boarding passengers. 


Beaver II, the 18th Century brigantine facsimile, after unforeseen prob- 
lems of fire, replenishing radio parts, hurricane and crew replacements, finally 
sailed across the Atlantic, with the assist of motor power, and docked at its 
berth at the Congress Street bridge on Fort Point channel, Boston. The 
200th anniversary of the Boston Tea Party was reenacted with exceptions: 
Indian disguises were not worn because they might offend contemporary 
Indians; only chests were thrown into the harbor because of pollution; the 
ceremony took place in the afternoon and not at night; and the acrobats in 
the rigging would have, undoubtedly, astonished Captain Hezekiah Coffin of 
the original Beaver brigantine. 


To compensate for the decline of manpower in the U.S. Armed Forces 
since the draft no longer was in effect, the services initiated programs for 
improved and sophisticated weapons so that the United States would have 
the most technologically advanced, heavily armed and mobile combat force 
in the world, man for man, in the 1980s. 


In general, it was a cataclysmatic year, of apprehension, of dismay, and 
of concern. The attitudes of people had changed, their way of life altered, 
and their outlook toward the future tempered by unprecedented conserva- 
tism. The ever-present determination to ride out the storm, however, was 
slowly edging its way to the forefront and in spite of the acceptance that 
recent changes have drastically modified the heretofore normal way of life, 
America will continue to remain the greatest country in the world. 


The traditional June Day parade from Faneuil Hall passed by the old 
State House to the new State House, to the Cathedral Church of St. Paul 
where the annual religious memorial services were held. The Company then 
proceeded to the Boston Common, where the traditional Dr'umhead Election 
took place in the presence of a large contingent of our own members, an 
unusually large number of visiting delegations from the units of the Centen- 
nial Legion of Historic Military Commands, and the entire Cadet Corps and 
Band of The Massachusetts Military Academy.

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336th FALL FIELD DAY TOUR OF DUTY REPORT 


28 September — 7 October 1973 


An unanticipated malfunctioning air-conditioning system on our Pan Am 
charter plane caused a delay in our scheduled Logan departure from Friday 
at 2245 to Saturday at 0300. During this time, the participants were brought 
to the Logan Hilton Inn for refreshments. The consensus of opinion was that 
it was better to be safe than sorry and with this attitude, even though the 
time was long, the morale of all concerned proved that this trip was going to 
be an outstanding success. 


Once aboard the aircraft, the Ancients became their usual selves. Pan 
Am’s expected willingness to do all possible for our Company became im- 
mediately evident. An abundance of liquid good cheer, a filet mignon dinner 
with all the gourmet expectations, stereo sound and two first-run movies, 
“Touch of Class’’ and “Oklahoma Crude’’, were shown. 


The flight was very smooth across the Atlantic. Upon arrival at Fubls- 
bittel Airport, Hamburg, the Company was formed for a brief but satisfying 
reception by American Consul General Brogan; Consul May; Doctor Dormer,

Our Company received complete freedom of the port. The entire Com- 
pany, including the Captain and his Staff, was transported by special motor- 
coaches directly to the Inter-Continental Hotel. The luggage was delivered 
to the respective rooms and after a surprise cocktail party sponsored by the 
Adjutant, all enjoyed a leisurely dinner at the beautiful Fontenay Grill on the 
top of the hotel with a beautiful panoramic view of Hamburg and the Alster 
Lakes. 


After dinner, the members were invited to the Captain’s Presidential 
Suite where informality prevailed and comradeship reigned. The Captain pre- 
sented each participant of the 336th FFDTD a Paul Revere pewter tankard, 
suitably inscribed, as a lasting memento which would serve as a catalyst to 
bring back many pleasant memories of the visit to Hamburg and the sur- 
rounding areas in Germany. Later, the men pursued their own exploration of 
Hamburg. 


On Sunday, there was a morning city tour highlighted by a cruise 
through Germany’s largest harbor. The marvels of German ingenuity were 
self-evident, particularly since Hamburg harbor is 70 miles inland on the Elbe 
River. After lunch, we had two Ecumenical Services. One was held at the 
Chapel of Sophie Barat Schule where 600 students attend. Father McCabe, 
replacing Father Brock who was unable to accompany us on our trip, said 
Mass, Chaplain Bauer delivered the sermon, and the Captain delivered the 
lesson. The other Ecumenical Service took place at St. Michael’s where Chap- 
lain Bauer officiated, Father McCabe and the Captain delivered the lessons. 
St. Michael’s Church is Hamburg’s landmark, one of the most important 
baroque churches in Northern Germany, has the second-largest organ in the 
world and provides a unique panoramic view of the city and port from its 
433-foot steeple. The contrasts of the two churches will remain unforget- 
table; the former for its outstanding simplicity, the latter for its structural 
magnificence and splendor. The Captain’s cocktail party for all participants 
was held at the Presidential Suite prior to dinner, after which, most of the 
men seemed to disappear into the night. 


On Monday morning, the Company assembled in front of the hotel. At 
precisely 1000 and as though with custom-tailored marching weather for the 
Ancients, the parade started with the Hamburg Police as our escort. As we 
approached the American Consulate building, the Musikkorps der Schutz- 
polizei Hamburg, consisting of 48 professional musicians, accentuated the 
cadence of the troops to an unprecedented high. The Company rendered its 
salute to the American Consul General with his entire Consulate Staff viewing

the parade from the sidewalk, balconies, and porches. The Company then 
proceeded by motorcoaches to the rear of the Rathaus, where once again, 
the Company formed and stepped off to the march music of the Musikkorps 
der Schutzpolizei Hamburg and paraded around the Rathaus, coming to a 
halt in front of the main entrance. An official visit, consisting of the Captain, 
First Lieutenant, Second Lieutenant, Adjutant, and Aide to the Captain, 
was made and in behalf of the Company, Burgermeister Peter Schulz was 
presented a sterling silver Paul Revere bowl, suitably inscribed, to commemo- 
rate this unusual occasion. This was the first time in the history of Hamburg 
that a military delegation of any type entered the Rathaus in peace or war. 
A most cordial reception was experienced during which the Burgermeister 
viewed the Ancients from the balcony and remarked that it was seldom seen 
that troops would remain in precise formation for such a period of time. 


Btirgermeister Schulz presented a plaque to the Captain, showing the 
insignia of the Free and Hanseatic City of Hamburg. In addition, each mem- 
ber of the A&HAC delegation received a signed book of Hamburg, as a per- 
sonal gift from the Burgermeister. 


The delegation then returned to the Company and resumed the parade 
to the tunes of the Musikkorps der Schutzpolizei Hamburg which honored us 
by the many American marches played for our enjoyment around the 
Rathaus to our motorcoaches which took us to the Memorial Cemetery in 
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Ohlsdorf. A melancholy wreath-laying ceremony was executed by the Com- 
pany in formation with the American Consul General participating. Here, 
again, contrasts prevailed; the solemn simplicity of the occasion and the unex- 
plainable reasons why it all happened and its resultant futility. The taps, 
sounded by two members of the Musikkorps der Schutzpolizei Hamburg, 


moved everyone to indescribable solemnity involving not only the body but 
the soul. 


(The Captain’s remarks at the wreath-laying ceremony:) 


It is with a bottomless sadness in our hearts that we pay our re- 
spects to those whose lives have ebbed and have left a void never to be 
replaced. 


Their passing is our sorrow. Their serenity of peace is a lasting 
memorial which compels us to offer our hearts in sorrowful remem- 
brance. Deep down within the confines of our inner selves, we stand in 


solitude in the quiet of the hour, awed by the melancholy we feel for 
them. 


Let the woe and grief we bear in our souls for those in eternal rest 
be likened to an echo that fades and the vision that ceases, for what is 
life unless we realize that all of us, one day, shall join them in their 
endless sleep of peace.

In the evening, a formal banquet at the hotel, preceded by a cocktail 
hour, provided every participant the opportunity of experiencing an unforget- 
table evening of understanding and appreciation of true friendship with the 
invited dignitaries and guests. The military atmosphere was highlighted by the 
6 flags artistically displayed as a background for the head table, the music 
provided by the Musikkorps der Schutzpolizei Hamburg, and last but by no 
means least, the most welcomed place setting of the German, American, and 
A&HACflags, mounted on a stand, a gift to all in attendance from the Ser- 
geants. Not only did the men display their courtesy by not leaving during the 
banquet, but it is quite proper to report that even after the banquet was of- 
ficially concluded, the magnetism of the band was so captivating that the men 
remained at their seats as though to show their gratitude for the wonderful 
music provided. All present were extended an invitation to join the Captain 
at his Presidential Suite for a nightcap. 


On Tuesday, the Company departed to Bremen for an all-day tour. The 
enthusiasm of the participants was noted when the expected number of men 
on the tour exceeded the maximum in spite of the fact that extra seats had 
been made available. As a result, there was a shortage of seats for three men. 
The Captain decided that the three left out would be himself, his Aide, and 
the travel agent. The three took the train to Bremen and met the Company 
for lunch at the 568-year old Gothic cellar in the city hall. The greeting

tivity of the Sergeants made possible for many members of the Company 
to be the bandmaster with the baton, and the Captain was accorded this 
honor to start the festivities. The Sergeants’ Party was an unusual and enjoy- 
able contribution to the participating members of the 336th FFDTD. 


On Wednesday, there was an all-day excursion to Molln where the Com- 
pany was greeted in the old-time, colorful tradition. At the Eulenspiegel 
Statue, the President of the county and the Mayor of Molln welcomed the 
Ancients. The members photographically inclined were constantly bewildered 
due to the many sights which begged for recording on film. All seemed so 
picturesque, quaint, inviting, and desirable to bring back as proof of the 
places visited that film had to be replaced locally. 
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Our visit to the Iron Curtain at Rosenhagen-Mustin was escorted by 
the ranking major of the West German Border Guard and his staff. This was 
a shocking experience; one to remain with us for a long time. One cannot 
visualize the significance of this inhuman situation unless one is able to see 
the actual separation of man against man by means of the most bizarre and 
devious methods known to those enforcing the separation. Around noon, 
Colonel and Mrs. von Schack hosted a cocktail party at their 1000-acre farm

in Bresahn on the border of East Germany. It was an experience to visit the 
Colonel’s home and to be accepted in such a warm, friendly manner by fam- 
ilies of nobility whose history dates back to the 1100s. Lunch was enjoyed 
at the exclusive Seehof Restaurant in Ratzeburg. It was interesting to note 
that the colors of the three flowers in the vase on each table consisted of 
one red, one white, and one blue, the colors of our American flag. Things 
like this just did not happen. They were planned in advance by Colonel von 
Schack, executed with pride, and accepted with appreciation. A surprise pre- 
sentation was made to the Captain by Colonel von Schack, Deputy Com- 
mander, Garrison Command, Hamburg, of a plaque showing the insignia of 
Standortkommando, Hamburg. 


After a visit to picturesque Liibeck, founded in 1143, the motorcoaches 
continued to Travemtinde where, after a brief but enjoyable refreshment 
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period at the most exclusive hotel, one motorcoach returned to Hamburg 
while the other motorcoach was retained to bring back those Ancients who 
had expressed their interest in visiting the gambling casino. 


On Thursday, the Company witnessed a most unusual series of events. 
Our motorcoaches en route to the NATO training proving grounds were met 
by a German military escort. The German military authorities welcomed the 
Ancients with a military band which entertained us with many renditions 
and, in particular, a specially prepared rendition of ‘‘The Caissons Go Rolling 
Along.” Coffee and cake were served followed by a briefing by Generalmajor 
Horst Ohrloff. A sterling silver Paul Revere bowl was pesented to General- 
major Ohrloff by the Captain in behalf of the Company and, in return, the 
insignia of the 3rd Panzerdivision was presented to the Captain by General- 
major Ohrloff commemorating the A&HAC visit to Bergen-Hohne. 


This was followed by what may best be described as a fashion show of 
tanks and allied equipment, all explained through a public address system so 
that all present were constantly being briefed as to what was taking place. 
The capabilities of the equipment displayed were not only fascinating but 
amazing. Following this introduction, the Company was motored to the tank 
battle site which was especially arranged for the exclusive viewing by the 
Ancients. A special reviewing stand had been built for the occasion and the 
actual battle, with live ammunition, was conducted with constant briefing as

Johann Condné and his 8th Panzerbrigade for its spectacular performance. 
In the opinion of the Captain and all Ancients present, this demonstration 
was, without doubt, not only the most spectacular piece of showmanship 
ever witnessed by the members of the Company but the most impressive and 
the most appreciated. Every Ancient was at a loss for words to express his 
gratitude for the privilege and honor accorded to him and to the Company 
by the German military for this dramatic demonstration of the 8th Panzer- 
brigade’s capabilities. 


A German Army field lunch followed which included a hot dish of Ger- 
man-type stew, a far cry from the U.S. Army C and K rations that some of us 
remember with reluctance, beer as much as one could desire, and toasts to 
one another with an endless supply of schnapps. No one will ever forget this 
experience. 


We then motored to Luineburg where Lord Mayor Alfred Trebchen 
greeted the Company and presented the Captain and Officers a small sack of 
salt, the symbolic gift of the city as the prime salt source to the world, in 
early times. Following this gracious reception, a sightseeing tour was made of 
the strikingly beautiful city. Some of the old buildings and streets had sagged 
due to the mining of salt with forced water hundreds of years ago. We were

Colonel Johann 
Condné was presented a sterling silver Paul Revere bowl as a token of our 
appreciation as well as pewter tankard presentations to his staff for their 
Most unusual efforts in our behalf. A sculptured plaque of the German Leop- 
ard tank was presented to the Captain by Colonel Condne, Commander, 8th 
Panzerbrigade, which will always renew an unforgettable experience. 


ai After returning to the hotel, the Captain extended an invitation to all to 
join him for cocktails at the Presidential Suite and thus provide the mem- 


bers the opportunity to relive the excitement of a most unusual and unbe- 
lievable day. 


Friday and Saturday were specifically planned as days of leisure so that 
the men could have time to pursue their interests without any inconvenience 
of schedule. However, on Friday, the Sergeants had another cocktail party 
followed by an invitation extended by the detachment of the U.S. Marine 
Corps on duty at the Consulate to attend a buffet and open bar for the 


Ancients. The members responded enthusiastically and contributed to the 
Marine Corps Annual Ball Fund. 


On Saturday, the Adjutant graciously extended another invitation to 
all for a final farewell cocktail party prior to departure on the following 
Morning. This was the last day to enjoy the scenic beauty of this part of 
Europe, the architectural masterpieces, its culture, and renowned hospitality. 


On Sunday, Ecumenical Services were held at the same simple but ele- 
gant chapel, within walking distance of the hotel, as on the previous Sunday 
and in an orderly, systematic manner, the members of the 336th FFDTD, 
saddened by the fact that the excitement was slowly coming to an end, 
packed their luggage, boarded the motorcoaches for the airport and onto 
the aircraft. As a final gesture of friendship and appreciation, American 
Consul Berry, Consul May, Doctor Dormer of the Rathaus, Colonel and 
Mrs. von Schack with their daughter, boarded the plane for a last farewell 
to the Ancients and wished all on board a pleasant trip home. 


Our many firsts did not end here. Somewhere over the Atlantic, the 
First Sergeant, in behalf of all the participants of the trip, presented the 
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Captain with a beautiful, handcrafted, artistically decorated, Dresden porce- 
lain chime clock, with a statement that the men were deeply appreciative of 
all that was done for them on the 336th FFDTD. A card signed by all ac- 
companied the presentation. The Captain was completely surprised and F 
visibly shaken by this unheard-of gesture. Obviously, he was over- 
whelmed — his genuine gratitude flowed from his inner self. It was also 
evident that over the years, on every half hour and every hour, when the 
chimes are heard in the Captain’s home, this presentation will rekindle one G 
of the happiest moments of his life.

Gentlemen, in my own name and in behalf of the Senate of the Free and 
Hanseatic City of Hamburg, | cordially thank you for the good wishes pro- 
posed in your Toast upon Hamburg, as well as for your kind invitation to be 
a guest of your Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
this evening. 


We appreciate very much that you chose Hamburg to get acquainted with 
Germany, and we are well aware of this honor. | welcome this new opportu- 
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nity of contacts with high-ranking personalities of the social and business life 
of the United States within the walls of this City, and | sincerely hope that 
this visit in Hamburg will not remain the last one here. 


Although upon first sight there seems to be hardly any links between this 
civilian State of Hamburg and the military tradition of your Company, both 
have in common something highly esteemed; your Company in its 336th year 
is proud of its heritage and traditions; so is Hamburg, which already was a 
Republic when your Company was chartered. We meet your Company as a 
manifestation of American history, the history of the first settlements in New 
England, the history of America’s Independence, of ending colonial rule and 
of the rise of a new nation in a New World. 


Hardly any German town has as many traditional, friendly and wide- 
ranged relations with your country as Hamburg has. In the early days of 
America, and especially in the times after the French Revolution, for thou- 
sands, Hamburg was the gateway to the New World, the last station on the 
old continent before embarking in the venture of seeking freedom in the New 
World. 


On the other hand, the Independence of America, ending England’s 
Monopoly in trade and traffic with her former colony, laid the foundations 
for the growth and importance of the port of Hamburg, now one of the 
largest ports on the European continent. 


In these days, aside of commerce and industry, also cultural and scien- 
tific relations between the United States and Hamburg have developed to a 
wide scope of contacts. Many famous opera singers from the United States 
are regular guests at the Hamburg State Opera; scientists from both sides of 
the Atlantic Ocean meet regularly in Hamburg, and thousands of American 
citizens come here every year as tourists or on business trips. 


In the walls of this city are living more Americans than in any other 
German town, with the exception of the United States Army garrisons in 
Germany. More United States companies than elsewhere in Germany have 
their regional headquarters here in Hamburg, and all United States oil com- 
panies settled here to manage their business in Germany. 


Consequently, more United States investments are channeled into Ger- 
many and the European community from Hamburg than from other German 
towns. This fact is not merely an accident but the result of rational calcula- 
tion on the side of your countrymen. Hamburg’s trade facilities, her harbor, 
and her world-wide relations as well as the thorough care for the needs of 
commerce and industry, were the points counting for Hamburg to become a 
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gateway to Europe. Quite recently, large international companies, again, 
decided to invest in this town which is as dynamic as her traditions are old. 


This wide range of cordial relations is based upon the solid friendship 
between our nations. Hamburg stands firm in this friendship. Without this 
friendship and the solid backing of the Western Alliance, the successful 
policy of détente and peace of Federal Chancellor Willy Brandt and Vice 
Chancellor and Foreign Minister Walter Scheel would have been impossible. 
To us, the United States and its military shield is the bedrock of this Alliance. 
The United States and the free part of Europe depend on each other political- 
ly as well as economically, probably, even the European community never 
would have become a reality without initiating impulses from your country. 


Under this aspect, therefore, the present development of relations be- 
tween the European community and the United States is not a state of 
antagonism but a contribution to the fostering of the Atlantic Alliance. 
This Alliance never has been of greater actuality to us than today. The At- 
lantic Alliance, however, should not confine itself to the military aspect, but 
go far beyond. 


| kindly ask you, Gentlemen, to take this confession to German-Ameri- 
can friendship home to America, when you leave Hamburg. Until then, | 
sincerely hope that you enjoy your stay here and meet many old and new 
friends. 


May | conclude my short address to your honorable Company by lifting 
my glass and Toast to the lasting friendship between the Federal Republic 
of Germany and the United States of America.

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In direct contrast to many of the previous Washington’s Birthday lunch- 
eon speeches noted for gaiety and lightness, many expressed their thinking in 
perhaps a more serious manner undoubtedly due to the economic concern 
complicated by bewildering national and international fluctuations. 


(The Captain Commanding concluded the festivities by the following ad- 
dress:) 


It is my personal pleasure to welcome each one of you, particularly 
since there is a gasoline shortage, to the 89th Anniversary of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company’s participation at the dedication of the 
tallest structure in the world at that time, the Washington Monument in 
Washington, D.C. in 1885, coinciding with George Washington’s birthday 
on the 22nd of February. 


History records show that our Company had a 5-day excursion to 
the District of Columbia to be the official escort to Chester Alan Arthur, 
President of the United States and Honorary Member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, on the occasion of the dedicatory exer- 
cises. 


The orator selected was Lieutenant Colonel and Honorable Robert 
C. Winthrop, also a member of our Company and a descendant of Gover- 
nor John Winthrop, who together with the Council confirmed by the 
General Court, granted a charter to the Military Company of Massachu- 
setts, later to become known as the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. Honorable Robert C. Winthrop, however, 
was not able to deliver his oration due to a severe case of pneumonia. 
The Honorable John D. Long, also an Honorary Member of our Com- 
pany, a former Governor of Massachusetts, and then a member of the 
House of Representatives was selected to deliver the prepared speech 
at the joint request of the Monument Commission and Mr. Winthrop. 


In his extensive and lengthy speech, the emphasis was on the man, 
George Washington, and not on the monument. It was brought forth 
that before the imposing edifice of marble, granite, porphyry and free- 
stone became a reality, the proposed 550-foot symbol of respect, weigh- 
ing 32,000 tons, to the Father of our Country, was the subject involving 
pity, despair, and frustration. The deplorable Civil War palsied the in- 
terest in its completion. It was inevitable that all hardships would be 
overcame for the genuineness of the character of George Washington 
provided the continuous impetus to the government officials and to the 
people of the land, to finish the greatest attestation in memory of the 
first President of our Country. 
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Our meeting this afternoon is our gesture to honor a man who 
achieved our country’s independence by the sword and maintained that 
independence by peace. He then established both his country and its 
freedom in an enduring frame of constitutional government, fashioned 
to make liberty and union one and inseparable.

3. An electronic alarm system has been installed to protect the possessions 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


4. Various repairs to selected picture frames. 


5. Rearrangement of certain pictures of Past Commanders to make the re- 
cent ones more visible. 


The Century Box was inspected by CPT Norbert S. Unger and COL 
William P. Koughan, 28 May, at the Mass. Avenue Branch of the State Street 
Bank and Trust Company. It was found to be in good order and the seals 
intact. The Sewell Ferrule and valuable volumes in the safe deposit box of 
the same bank were found to be in good order. 


All museum items have been inventoried and the Committee wishes to 
thank COL Lewis W. Whittemore for his invaluable assistance in this task. 


During 1973-74, and before the installation of our electronic safeguards, 
the Armory was broken into and a collection of medals and ribbons was 
stolen. All except two medals, the Army Medal of Honor and the Air Force 
Medal of Honor, were recovered. There is still reason to believe, according to 
the Boston Police, that these, too, will be recovered. The culprit, who broke 
in after the Armory was locked for the night, was a 12- or 13-year old youth. 


Two valuable 
pistols, both of Civil War vintage, were removed from our glass-covered 
displays:

Captain Volpe was enrolled in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts on 4 April 1932 and served for 42 years. He was 
elected Second Lieutenant in 1939, First Lieutenant in 1941, and elected 
Captain Commanding in 1943, serving with distinction in that capacity. He 
remained active in Ancients’ affairs and served as Secretary to the Society of 
Past Commanders until his death, one of only five secretaries since the or- 
ganization of the Society of Past Commanders in 1890. 


Captain Volpe was a very successful lawyer and served his State in nu- 
merous capacities. He was First Assistant District Attorney under District At- 
torney Warren Bishop from 1930 until 1936, during which time he prose- 
cuted all of the capital crimes tried in Middlesex County with extraordinary 
success. Subsequently he was appointed First Assistant Attorney General by 
the then Attorney General Robert Bushnell in 1940 and served in that capaci- 
ty for four years. Thereafter, he returned to private practice and was also a 
very successful businessman on the side, being President of the Somerville Ma- 
chine & Foundry Co. During the later years of his life he served as Conciliator 
in the Superior Court, having been appointed as such by the Superior Court 
Justices. This position required him to review all pending tort cases to see if 
the parties could reach an agreement as to liability and damages prior to trial. 
He was very successful in this endeavor, saving the Commonwealth a great 
deal of money in that every case in which he effected a settlement did not 
have to be tried with its attendant expenses. 


Captain Volpe was an inspiration to all who came in contact with him 
and he will be sorely missed by his comrade Ancients and his many friends.

Past Commander Leo C. Graham, the 257th Captain of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, was born in South Boston, 
educated in Boston schools and Bentley School of Accounting. During World 
War |, he served in the United States Navy. Upon his return to Massachusetts, 
he started his business career as an employee of Bigelow, Kennard Company, 
retail jewelers, and steadily advanced in the business to the position of Presi- 
dent and majority stockholder. 


After being enrolled in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
he became a very active member. He served as Sergeant of Infantry (1956), 
member of the Military Museum and Library Committee (1959), Aide to the 
Captain (1960), Second Lieutenant (1962), First Lieutenant (1964), and then 


Captain (1966). He had energy and enthusiasm for his work and served the 
Company with distinction and honor throughout his entire career of twenty 
years as an Ancient. 


He was an active leader in military, business, and civic activities. He 
served many years as Military Aide to Governors Furcolo, Volpe, and Sargent. 
He served as President of The Navy League of Boston, as President of the 
Boston Jewelers Club and, at the time of his passing, was the Boston Repre- 
sentative of The Smoke, Fire, and Burn Foundation, Inc. 


He married Mary Riordan of Charlestown in 1925. She also served in 
uniform in the United State Navy. Upon her death, her flag-draped casket 
in the Church of the Infant Jesus at Chestnut Hill gave eloquent testimony 
to her life of service to her God and Country. Colonel Graham was sur- 
vived by his five children, Leo C., Jr (enrolled in the A&HAC, 22 May 1967), 
Jeanne, John J., Nancy, Richard, and six grandchildren.

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ANNIVERSARY SERMON 
“THE VOCATION OF THE AMERICAN SOLDIER” 
CHAPLAIN (COLONEL) FRANK J. BAUER 


For ten years running — from 1962 to 1971 — I’ve served as the preacher 
in this annual June Day church service. But last year and the year before, | 
was spared those agonizing days in May, searching for a suitable and timely 
topic, for other chaplains — and never any with higher rank in the military 
than the one and never any in higher place in our esteem than the other — 
had this assignment. 


But, quite obviously, the assignment is mine again, and, frankly, | wel- 
come it, for | had no difficulty with a subject this year. It’s a subject I’ve 
been wanting to talk about for a number of years already, but it’s a subject 
which — while we, as a nation, were engaged in an unpopular conflict — was 
difficult to discuss. But before | tell you what that topic is, faithfully true 
to the annoying custom of preachers, I’m going to tell you what I’m not 
going to talk about. 


I’m not going to talk about Watergate, although | thought | came up with 
a rather suitable topic, suggested by one of my former June Day sermons. 
That June Day, sadly, my topic was, “The Assassination of the President.” 
This June Day my topic could have been, sadly again, “The Assassination of 
the Presidency,” and we could have spent our time identifying the assassin, 
or the assassins! 


Nor am I going to review, as had been done before, the year closing in 
the history of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. Except to express my appreciation to the Captain Commanding, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Joseph S. Zareiko, for inviting me on his Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty to the City and the State of Hamburg, Germany, and so giving me 
the opportunity of preaching — on the Festival of Harvest — in one of the 
oldest churches in Europe, die Evangelische Kirche Sancti Michaeli, the 
Lutheran Church of Saint Michael, whose tall spire — with the largest outdoor 
clock in the world — is the symbol of Hamburg and the first landmark to be 
seen when sailing into the harbor. 


Nor yet am | going to make any reference to the bicentennial of our 
nation in 1975-76. As one who firmly believes that clergymen who have 
Christmas carols sung in their churches during the Advent Season and Easter 
hymns during Holy Week should be drawn and quartered, | could hardly 
consider such anticipation. 
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But my topic is one, as already said, I’ve been wanting to talk about for 
quite a while, and one for which an article that appeared recently in the con- 
servative religious periodical, ‘Christianity Today’’, by the Professor of 
English and Humanities at the Pennsylvania State University in Middletown, 
provides an appropriate introduction. That professor is a woman, Nancy M. 
Tischler, who has a Ph.D. from the University of Arkansas. The title of her 
article is a question: ‘Onward, Christian Soldiers?”’. And in it she addresses 
herself to the notion — held by many people and by some churches today — 
that a Christian cannot bear arms and be a soldier, accounting for the fact 
that the great old hymn isn’t being sung very often in our churches anymore. 
But this notion, she insists, is most unfair to the individuals who serve in the 
military, and points out that it receives no support from our blessed Lord, 
who, at the beginning of His ministry commended a Roman centurion for 
greater faith than He had found in all of Israel; who, at the end of His life, 
received this grand confession from another centurion standing under the 
cross, “Truly this was . . .a righteous Man. . .(and) the Son of God” (St. 
Matthew 27:54; St. Luke 23:47); and whose forerunner, John the Baptist, 
when asked by some soldiers during his ministry of preparing men’s hearts 
for the coming of the Prince of Peace, ‘And what shall we do?”’, did not tell 
them to lay down their arms and take off their uniforms, but answered, ‘‘Do 
violence to no man, neither accuse any falsely; and be content with your 
wages”’ (St. Luke 3:14). So in behalf of all Christian men and women who 
serve in the military, or ever have, or ever will, my subject is “The Vocation 
of the American Soldier.’ This subject will be presented negatively and 
positively, stating, in three instances, the incorrect estimation of the Ameri- 
can soldier’s vocation, explaining the criticism he suffers and the denuncia- 
tion he endures, and then the correct estimation in demonstration of the 
truth that it is possible to be both a Christian and a soldier. 


In the first place, many today say that the soldier makes war. In years 
gone by soldiers in combat uniform leaving stateside camps for overseas were 
confronted at the gates by marchers carrying signs, ‘‘Make peace, not war.” 
And what weekend soldier traveling on the highway in a jeep or truck hasn’t 
been greeted by youngsters in passing cars with the two-fingered ‘‘V”’ sign 
for peace, intended, of course, to make him ashamed of his uniform and 
weapons. 


But making war is not the vocation of the American soldier. The voca- 
tion of the American soldier is rather restoring peace. When the American 
soldier appears on a battlefield, as was the case in Vietnam, as was the case in 
Korea, as was the case in World War II, and as was the case in World War |, 
there is a war already going on, and the purpose of his presence there is to 
put an end to the fighting and to restore peace. The vocation of the Ameri- 
can soldier is not to make war but to restore peace. 
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Secondly, the vocation of the American soldier is not to gather spoils 
but to suffer. Looting, pillaging, conquering, subjecting, enslaving — these, 
in the minds of many, are the pictures they have of soldiers and of the 
governments who put them in the field. And, it must be admitted, this has, 
sadly, been a true picture in many instances. 


But, | submit, this is not a true picture of the American soldier nor of 
the United States. Who ever heard of an American soldier coming home a rich 
man because of stolen contraband, and what new territory has our nation 
ever gained after any conflict? The vocation of the American soldier is not 
to gather spoils but to suffer. The proof of that — all the American poeple 
saw a year ago last winter as they watched, on television, and with tears and 
a lump in the throat if they were like me, the arrivals home of our prisoners 
of war who had suffered, and suffered hard, and suffered long. And proof of 
that are the more than 83,000 veterans who are patients, on any given day, in 
the 171 Veterans Administration Hospitals throughout our country. The 
vocation of the American soldier is not to gather spoils, but to suffer. 


Finally, the vocation of the American soldier is not to kill but to die. 
Thomas Carlyle, the Scottish genius and world-famous historian, who tried 
to mediate the Franco-Prussian War in the 1870s, said that long ago. But 
many people do not believe this. When the trial of Lieutenant William L. 
Calley, Jr. was going on in 1971, accused of massacring ‘‘no less than 22 
civilians’’ in the hamlet of My Lai in South Vietnam, someone said to me, 
“You see, you have murderers in the Army.” and I said, ‘Yes, we do, but 
that’s only because we have murderers everywhere else, too — in all our states 
and in all our cities.” But William Calley is a dishonorable American soidier 
who has been stripped of his rank and separated from the service and whose 
appeals in civil courts from a life imprisonment sentence by a court martial 
are being opposed by our nation’s highest military court, the United States 
Court of Military Appeals. The army does not honor those who wantonly 
kill; it honors those who die, for the vocation of the American soldier is not 
to kill, but to die. Painful and unjust as it is to have the case of the National 
Guardsmen who fired the shots at Kent State University in Ohio four years 
ago reopened, it nevertheless underscores the truth of this contention. Alan 
Seeger knew that in World War | when he wrote, ‘Il have a rendezvous with 
Death.” And so did John McRae, who wrote, ‘In Flanders fields the poppies 
blow, Between the crosses, row on row,” for they were both casualties. 


So, to sum up: the vocation of the American soldier is not to kill, but to 
die. The vocation of the American soldier is not to gather spoils, but to suf- 
fer. The vocation of the American soldier is not to make war, but to restore 
peace. A godly, noble, glorious vocation. And, if begun, pursued, and con- 
cluded with faith in Him and in His sacrificial death upon the cross, who 
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said, ‘‘Greater love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends” (St. John 15:13); a vocation with an everlasting reward in heaven. 
So, whenever He calls us who wear the uniform to serve, we can answer, 
“Yes.”’ Indeed, since He is our Lord and our Master and the great Captain 
of our salvation, that ‘‘Yes’’ might better be, ‘‘Yes, Sir!”

On an occasion like this, so rich in history, | have a serious message from 
your own Bay City of Boston which has had for almost 350 years the benefit 
of a deep sense of security arising from the presence of a distinguished mili- 
tary outfit in our midst. 


| would like to talk to this group so steeped in history about something 
of great historical importance and that is that Boston is soon to celebrate its 
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bicentennial of the American Revolution. It is expected that as many as nine 
million people may descend onto this area. They will be celebrating the 
200th anniversary of the war, so our first problem will be to take care of 
these nine million people. Our first line of defense will be out in the perim- 
eter of the City where we are setting up our tourists’ booths, and at that 
point, we are going to give out fact maps and some of them will show Boston 
as being located in Fall River. Others will show Boston as being located in 
Woonsocket, Rhode Island. Still others will show Boston as located in Port- 
land, Maine. By giving out these maps, alternately, we will divert most of the 
traffic away from Boston at the perimeter of the City, outside, around 
Route 128. 


For those who get through the first line of defense, and reach the end of 
the Massachusetts Turnpike, we are going to change the signs, block off some 
of the exits, so as to divert the stream of traffic westward back over the Mas- 
sachusetts Turnpike. There will be signs, Boston, straight ahead, beyond 
Worcester, at which point, many of them will get discouraged. 


However, for the actual celebration next year, the concentration will be 
in Charlestown, where actually a boom is going on now.

Property in Charlestown is really going sky high. The other day, some- 
body in Charlestown sold the top forty feet of the Bunker Hill Monument to 
a farmer from Maine as a condominium. He complained that the rooms were 
very small, but he did have a lovely view. Seriously, the unique feature of this 
celebration is going to be the Battle of Bunker Hill. It is going to be complete- 
ly reenacted with live ammunition. Everything will be an exact duplicate of 
the original battle fought with live ammunition, and of course, there will be 


casualties, We expect that by being extra careful we can keep casualties to a 
low level. 


The bicentennial comes only every 200 years, and we are going to put 
forth a special effort in this particular regard. However, we are having some 
difficulty in getting recruits for the battle. | hesitate to ask for recruits 
tonight. In delving back through history, we have a little problem of trying 
to find which side the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company fought on, 
in the year 1775. We do not know whether the Company fought on the side 
of the community or fought on the side of King George. 


Originally, the Ancients gave their allegiance to the King of England, 
but we are not certain whether they did that or gave their allegiance to the 
Governor of Massachusetts. So you see, we have a problem in figuring out 
exactly what side they were on. 
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We are looking forward to the bicentennial celebration and to the parti- 
cipation of this most distinguished group in the activities. | do not know what 
to say for I have said it before, but it should be repeated, that Boston is deep- 
ly grateful to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
for keeping alive, so very much alive, one of the most powerful and historical 
organizations this country has produced. The Ancients are a Boston institu- 
tion. Institutions such as this make Boston different from Topeka, Cleveland, 
or Detroit. It makes Boston a nice place to live in.

“When any member of the Company shall have served ten years, and 
during that time shall have made twenty parades, or as soon after the expira- 
tion of ten years as he shall have made twenty parades, he shall be entitled to 
a Long Service Medal. These parades must have been made in uniform, and no 
member, no matter what his service, shall be entitled to a Medal if he has not 
paraded in uniform. 

The Medal shall be of silver, oval, seven-eighths inch in length and six- 
eighths inch in width. Obverse: The arms of the Company, surrounded by 
military trophies. Reverse: In the center the words, “FOR LONG SERVICE,” 
surrounded by the name of the Company and the date of its charter. The 
Medal shall be worn suspended from a concealed pin by a heavily ribbed and 
watered scarlet silk ribbon, six-eighths inch in width, with a pale blue center, 
seven-sixteenths inch in width, the whole, one inch and five-eighths in dis- 
played length. The miniature Medal shall be worn on the Mess Dress Uniform. 

The Medal and Ribbon shall be issued by the Paymaster to any member 
entitled to the same, upon the presentation and surrender of a certificate of 
service signed by the Adjutant. 

The Medal shall neither be sold nor given away, and no member receive 
more than one, except in case of loss, in which case he shall file a certificate 
satisfactory to the Standing Committee, who may by vote direct the Pay- 
master to issue a duplicate. The member shall be required to pay the actual 
cost of such Medal. 

The Long Service Ribbon shall be worn on the Parade Uniform. The Bar 
is to be the regulation size Bar for service ribbons issued to members of the 
Armed Forces of the United States with a star superimposed for each five 
years of service in excess of the ten years represented by the Bar.”

“Upon request, any member of the Company who is a commissioned
